EXHIBITS  BI  THE  FOITDEEN  LIBRARY 

Txie  Fondren  Library  is  fortunate  to  be  among 
eight  institutions  in  the  United  States  in  which 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  exhibition  of  treasures 
of  the  Pierpont  Morgan  Library  is  being  shown  this 
year.   Our  exhibit  is  presented  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Houston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.   One 
hundred  eight  items  have  been  selected  to  show, 
the  range  and  quality  of  the  collections  in  the 
library.  They  include  examples  of  illuminated 
manuscripts,  early  printed  books,  bindings,  draw- 
ings and  engravings  of  the  masters,  and  literary 
manuscripts  of  such  authors  as  Pope,  Keats, 
Dickens,  Scott,  and  Poe. 

The  oldest  item  in  the  Morgan  exhibit  is  the 
first  known  manuscript  of  the  letters  of  Pliny 
the  Younger,  which  dates  from  the  first  part  of 
the  sixth  century.   Among  the  most  famous  midi- 
eval  and  renaissance  manuscripts  are  the  tenth- 
century  De  Materia  Medic a  of  Dioscorides  (Greek); 
three  gospel  manuscripts  of  the  ninth  century 
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( French);  the  Fouquet  Hours j  and  the  Manafi 
al-Hayawan  (Advantages  derived  from  animals)^ 
a  thirteenth- century  illuminated  manuscript 
of  the  Persian  Mongol  school. 

There  are  also  three  early  printed  hooks^, 
which  are  significant  as  illustrations  of  the 
development  of  the  art  of  printing  from  movable 
type.   The  most  famous  of  these  is  the  Gutenberg 
Bible,  printed  on  vellum  by  Johann  Gutenberg  in 
lh^6.      This  is  one  of  twelve  existing  copies. 
Since  it  was  first  discovered  in  the  Bibliotheque 
Mazarin  in  Paris  and  contains  forty-two  lines 
to  the  column _,  it  is  variously  called  the 
"Mazarin  Bible"  and  the  "Forty- two  Line  Bible." 
Other  examples  of  early  printing  are  the  1^59 
Psalter  (also  on  vellum)  and  the  Constance 
Missal,  one  of  three  known  copies  of  what  some 
scholars  believe  to  be  the  oldest  European 
printed  book. 

Tlie  bindings  in  the  collection  represent 
the  craftsmanship  of  Germany,  Spain,  Finance, 


Italy,  and  England  and  shov  a  variety  of  mate- 
rials and  styles.  Among  the  interesting  items 
are  tvo  bindings  of  twelfth-century  Germany,  one 
done  in  silver  gilt  and  the  other  blind-tooled, 
with  an  English  ivory  plaque  inserted.   There  is 
also  an  example  of  fine  fifteenth- century  Span- 
ish binding  in  reddish-brown  goatskin,  and  a 
sixteenth-century  Italieji  illuminated  manuscript 
bound  in  brown  morocco.  The  English  needlework 
bindings  (1650)  and  the  book  bound  in  trans- 
parent vellum  (1779)  are  particularly  beautiful, 
the  former  showing  a  remarkable  retention  of 
lively  color  and  the  latter  maintaining  its 
transparent  quality  after  two  centuries. 

The  literary  manuscripts  include,  among 
others.  Pope's  Essay  on  Man,  Keats 's  Endymion, 
Scott's  Ivanhoe,  Poe's  Tamerlane,  and  Dickens's 
Christmas  Carol.  This  part  of  the  exhibit  was 
perhaps  chosen  with  a  view  to  giving  us  a  picture 
of  the  artist  at  work.   The  legibility  of  the 
manuscripts  ranges  from  the  fair,  clean  pages  of 
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Ivanhoe  and  the  beautiful,  well-forraed  letters 
of  Poe's  handwriting  to  the  scratches,  deletions, 
and  interlineations  of  A_  Christmas  Carol,  which 
would  be  an  editor's  nightmare. 

It  was  perhaps  the  sight  of  this  last  phase 
of  the  Morgan  treasures  that  prompted  us  to  men- 
tion a  second  unusual  traveling  exhibit,  which 
came  as  the  result  of  a  visit  to  our  campus  by- 
Professor  John  R.  Willingham  of  Centenary  Col- 
lege.  Professor  Willingham,  who  is  a  student 
of  calligraphy,  called  our  attention  to  the 
"Chancery  Handwriting  Exhibition, "  which  has 
been  on  view  at  a  number  of  colleges  and  univer- 
sities throughout  the  country.   Miss  Turnbull 
arranged  for  it  to  be  sent  to  Rice,  where  it 
could  be  seen  in  the  second  floor  exhibition 
area  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer. 

The  collection  includes  some  examples  of 
fine  italic  handwriting  by  children  in  the 
schools  of  England.  Italic  writing  is  charactri-- 
ized  by  the  fact  that  the  letters  are  formed  by 
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alternate  light  and  heavy  lines,  which  usually 
slant  to  the  right,  thus  giving  an  effect  of 
compactness  and  symmetry  not  found  in  the  common 
hasty,  illegible,  asyinmetrical  scrawl  (such  as 
that  with  which  the  editor  is  afflicted). 

This  exhibit  would  "be  of  interest  to  chil- 
dren and  young  people  in  the  elementary  and  high 
schools  of  Houston,  as  well  as  to  our  own  college 
students.   It  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Mr.
